Issue #68, dated June, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt"., 
reflected the mailing address of the newspaper and the 
National Headquarters of the NSRP to be P, O. Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alahaiia, and 1865 Bessemer Road, Birmingham, 
Alabama, respectively. 

Page eight of Issue #69 of "The Thunderbolt" 
carries an article captioned "NSRP Moves to Augusta, 
Georgia". This article reflects that the NSRP National 
Executive Committee had decided to move "The Thunderbolt" 
newspaper and "Party Headquarters" to Augusta, Georgia.

Chicago files do not indicate the existence 
of the National States Rights Party as an organization in 
Chicago at this time. While sporadic activity on the part 
of certain individuals affiliated with the organization, 
has been seen, nothing of a significant nature is noted 
that would warrant further inquiry into the organization 
at this time. 

It has been reported in May, 1965 that efforts 
to organize a National States Rights Party in Chicago are 
falling apart; One of the major problems is the lack of a 
place to meet, however, the main source of contention seems to 
be based on the opinion of those interested in the NSRP in 
Chicago that there is disserfCon in the ranks of the organ- 
ization in Birmingham, until recently the headquarters of 
the organization.

He said he had noted no specific return address on these boxes, 
but it occurred to him that these boxes probably contained the 
issues of 'The Thunderbolt", self -described as the organ of the NSRP, 
and this source was of the opinion that 'The Thunderbolt" is printed 
in Monroe, Ga., shipped to Augusta, Ga. to the NSRP, from which point 
it is distributed to the subscribers. 

On October 28, 1965, SV T-l reported that Jessie Benjamin 
Stoner has now set up offices in the same office suite with the NSRP 
on the second floor of the Marion Building in Augusta, Ga.

Building, which faces Broad Street in Augusta, Ga. This source 
statedPthat he had observed Attorney Jessie Benjamin Stoner to 
start using the parking facilities of this parking lot about two 
to three weeks ago. He said Stoner had been seen driving about 
a 1960 or 1961 Oldsmobile or. Pontiac, green and white in color, 
but he had not noted the license plate on this vehicle. This source 
continued that Fields and Stoner come together to the parking lot 
on n&nf occasions and leave together on many occasions.

He said that the article which is signed by Doctor £♦ R* Fields, 
Editor of *The Thunderbolt", states that Fields and Rockwell had 
agreed upon a retraction which is quoted in the article • The 
retraction states that while Fields disagrees 100% with Rockwell 
on his approach, Fields knows him to be completely .dedicated to 
America and the white race* The retraction states that Rockwell is 
a staunch American patriot and has never sold out to the Communists, 
Jews, Zionists, Drew Pearson, or anyone else. 

Page 2 of this issue of "The Thunderbolt" carries a ( 
petition to the House of Representatives, United States Congress, 
Washington, D. C«, signed J; B* Stoner, Attorney at Law, Marion 
Building, Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. The petition 
deals with the investigation by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the Ku Klux Klan and Gentry, Stoner's client* after 
stating that Gentry had on September 27, 1965, involked the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution upon Stoner* s legal advice, and 
would continue to do so. The concluding paragraph petitioned the 
House of Representatives to pass a resolution repremanding Chairman 
Willis, the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and Invest igato 
Ray McConn for misusing a congressional committee to persecute a 
patroiotic, white, Christian, American citizen, and to order them 
to cease and desist* *

Page 3 of the October issue of "The Thunderbolt" states in 
an article entitled "Voting Registrars; Federal Occupation" that 
there are now Federal voting registrars in many parts of the South. 
It states that they are in direct violation of the United States 
Constitution which gave the individual states the rights to establish 
qualifications for voters. It continues that when the first Federal 
voting registrar moved into the South, the South became a victim of 
the illegal and brutal force of Federal occupation.

The open letter is dated September 20, 1965, and addressed 
to President Lyndon Johnson, White House, Washington, D. C. The 
letter criticizes President Johnson for what it calls tax by his 
administration against the white people in America. The letter states 
that Fields did not understand why President Johnson had passed Civil 
Rights bills opressing the rights of white people and his threats to 
cut off money to public schools unless the white and Negro children- 
are mixed. The letter continues that the administration's appeasement 
and giveaway programs to the Negro race was only making them (Negroes) 
more arrogant and more demanding . The letter concludes with a demand 
for President Johnson's resignation from office and states that Fields 
is looking forward to the day when President Johnson would be removed 
from office. 

On Page 5 of "The Thunderbolt", October, 1965 issue, in 
an article entitled "California Report: Rapid NSRP Growth", attributed

that during the winter months* Doctor Edward R* Fields, Reverend 
Connie* Lynch, and Attorney J/ B, Stoner will be in California for 
mass meetings and urges .readers to hear the spd&kers, 

On Page 9 of the October issue of v The Thunderbolt" is 
quoted an article by Robert H; Collins of the St, Louis Post Dispatch 
staff stating that Allen 0, Kern, Missouri Chairman of the NSRP, 
had organised a youth organisation of American Racial Nationalists 
there,/ Kern was quoted as saying that the youth group was formed 
several months ago and had been meeting frequently to receive 
instruction from local leaders of the party. The official name of 
the organisation was set forth as the National States Rights Party 
Youth Movement* It stated that the identities of the members of 
the movement were not being disclosed to anyone at this time. 

On Page 10 of the October issue of "The Thunderbolt" 
is an article entitled "Katzenbach Orders FBI Investigate Private 
Schools", In this article a reference is made to an article that 
appeared in August in the Charleston News and Courier concerning 
FBI Agents having been ordered by Attorney General Katzenbach to 
investigate private white schools established in South Carolina, 
The article continues that it appears the Federal Government is 
determined to discourage development of private schools. After 
quoting the article from the Charleston News and Courier, the 
following paragraph appeared: 

"This editor has long felt that at some point in 
this struggle to preserve our race, we should have to

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) ACTIVITIES IN ALABAMA 

A characterization. of the NSRP is being set out in the 
appendix of this report. 

On November 4, 1965, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-l advised that as of October 19, 1965, the NSRP maintained its 
National Headquarters in the Marion Building, Augusta, Georgia, 
BH T-l stated that the NSRP continued to publish "The Thunderbolt" 
and its current mailing address was Post Office Box 184, Augusta, 
Georgia* 

BH T-l also advised he had learned that in October 1965 
Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, Director of the NSRP and Editor of "The 
Thunderbolt," was residing at 425 Audubon Circle, Belvedere,. 
South Carolina. 

BH T-l further stated he knew of very little NSRP 
activity within the state of Alabama since Dr. FIELDS and the NSRP 
had. moved away from Birmingham, Alabama, during July 1965.

On June 3, 1965, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T~2 made available a two-page leaflet then being distributed by 
the NSRP in Birmingham, Alabama* This leaflet carried a photo- 
graph of J. B. STONER, an attorney-at-law in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and reflected that STONER would tour the West Coast of the 
United States. It also stated that the "NSRP Launches Vast 
Northwest Tour,* 1 The article also stated that Attorney J* B. 
STONER, described as the Vice Chairman of the NSRP, would begin 
an important speaking tour of the far Northwest on June 4. It 
was also stated that Attorney STONER would board a Delta jet 
in Atlanta, Georgia, at t 11:40 AM, June 4 (1965) and would 
arrive in Vancouver, Canada, at 9:10 PM on June 4. STONER, 
according to the article, would be greeted at the air port by 

l and other "Party" members and that Mr, ) I 
had furnished information to the effect that at least 20 
representatives of the press and TV would be on hand to interview 
Mr. STONER . The object of STONER f s visit reportedly would be 
to lay plans to fight the Canadian Governments "cowardly 
attack" on "Freedom of The PressV when they banned "The Thunderbolt," 
the NSRP newspaper, from being mailed into Canada. The article 
stated that Attorney STONER would register a "stern protest" 
against this "unconsti tutional action " with the Canadian Government. 
It also was stated that I l had scheduled three' "speakings" 

for Attorney STONER, plus numerous interviews.

Montana." From Spokane, Washington, it was stated that Attorney 
; STONER would go to Seattle, Washington, where he would speak on June 
11, 1965, arid' that he would then speak in Takoma, Washington, on 
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June 12* From Takoma, he would go to Portland, Oregon, for 
a meeting on June 14, according to the article, and STONER's 
"next visit" would be in San Francisco, California, where he 
would meet with "local Patriots" on June 16, 1965* 

The leaflet in part reads as follows: 

" REMEMBER FRANK L* BRITTON 

"Frank L # Britton was the Editor of f The American 
Nationalist,* a well-known right-wing publication during the 
1950, f s* "Mr* Britton has been in Folsom prison (in Calif*,) 
almost five years now on the insignificant charge of f attempting 
to bribe a police officer* 1 The case began over a minor street 
infraction, which the court dismissed* It was then charged that 
Britton tried to give the arresting officer some money not to take 
him in* (This is like giving a policeman jfive dollars not to 
give you a traffic ticket*) Anyway, Frank L* Britton was given 
1 yr to life as a result* Most men would be released within 
a few months on such a charge* BUT BRITTON HAS NOW :BEEN IN 
FOLSOM MAXIMUM SECURITY PRISON FOR ALMOST FIVE YEARS, WITH NO 
RELEASE IN SIGHT* The last parole officer to review his case 
was a Negro, who turned Britton down* Armed robbers and other 
dangerous criminals have been released in much shorter time than 
what Britton has already served* Atty. Stoner will visit with 
Mr* Britton in prison on June 18th and we hope that arrangements 
can be made at that time for a new hearing* It is our goal to 
reopen this case in the federal courts* Atty* Stoner will handle 
the appeal* We will give you a more detailed report on this case 
when Mr* Stoner returns* From there Atty. Stoner will go to Los 
Angeles for a series of meetings. This is a stronghold for NSRP 
and Atty* Stoner hopes that a Headquarters can be opened in 
Southern Calif * San Bernardino and San Diego will be other stops 
during Atty* Stoner f s trip* We feel that our Movement is needed 
more how in the West Coast than ever before* This entire tour 
will take about a month and a half* Atty* Stoner will be the guest 
of Mr* Robert F* Anderson while in Los Angeles* It is important that 
this speaking iour be a big success and we know that local supporters 
will do all in their power to see that it is* This is but a part 
of the over_all national drive of NSRP. We plan more speakings 
and other action moves this Summer* To step up our program, we 
need your help I "

On July 13, 1965, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-3 advised that public meetings will be held on the steps of 
the Calhoun County Courthouse, Anniston, Alabama, sponsored 
by the NSRP; These meetings will begin at 8 PM on the evenings of 
July 14, 15, and 16, 1965, and the principal speakers will be 
CONRAD LYNCH, DR. EDWARD R. FIELDS and J; B. STONER. 

BH T-3 further advised that the plans of speakers 
LYNCH, FIELDS and STONER are to' then go from Anniston, Alabama, 
to Selma, Alabama, for similar public meetings the following week, 
exact dates not known* 

The July 1965, issue of "The Thunderbolt," the 
official newspaper of the NSRP, reflects that it is Issue 
#69* In the masthead of Issue #69 the mailing address of 
"The Thunderbolt" is reflected as ,7P. 0. Box 184, Augusta, 
Georgia ♦" 

At 11 AM on the morning of July 20, 1965, a 
Special Agent of the Birmingham Office of the FBI observed 
a Garrison Van Lines motor truck, Bessemer, Alabama, parked at the 
NSRP National Headquarters, 1865 Bessemer Super Highway, Birmingham, 
Alabama. This truck was being loaded with furniture and equipment 
from NSRP Headquarters* 

On the morning of July 20, 1965, Birmingham Confidential 
Informant T-4 advised that Dr. EDWARD R., FIELDS and his family were 
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moving from their residence at 1509 Mims Street, Southwest, 
Birmingham, on this date* BH T~4 advised that Mrs. FIELDS had 
informed that they were moving to Georgia; however, the FIELDS* 
family furniture had not been moved out of the residence as of 
noon, July 20, 1965 * 

On July 16, 1965, Birtaitigham Confidential Informant 
T-5 advised that Dr* EDWARD R # FIELDS, Chairman, National 
Executive Committee, NSRP, Marion Building, Augusta, Georgia, he 
has rented Box 184 at the Augusta Post Office on July 2, 1965 # 
This source stated that FIELDS expected a large volume of mail 
to be addressed to him and the NSRP at this box number and also 
expected mail to be addressed to "The Thunderbolt," which is the 
party f s newspaper, "The World Service," which is the international 
news service, to J* B* STONER, the party's at torney who would also

Birmingham Confidential Informant T-6 advised on 
August 2, 1965, that Dr* EDWARD R* FIELDS, his wife and several 

children had recently moved to 425 Audubon Cir cle. Belvedere.

reported to some of the neighbors that shortly after the FIELDS 
family moved into 425 Audubo n Circle, Dr; FIELDS had come to the 



residence of Mrs* | j touse her telephone. He had asked 
if it was a party line and stated he was attempting to get a 
private line at his residence but the telephone company at Augusta 
had told him there were no private lines available and he would 
have to take a four-party line. Dr* FIELDS had inquired Of he 



Mrs*| l as to the amount of her house rent and stated h 

was paying $95 per month* He had inquired of Mrs. I l if 
there were any Negroes in the neighborhood and i£Cany Negroes 
had applied to ^at tend the Bel vedere^ South Carolina, Elementary 
' School* When Mrs J I informed him that to her - knowledge 
there had been no Negroes applying to enroll in this school, FIELDS 
reportedly stated he planned to have his children go to this school 
and if any Negroes attempted to enroll in this school he would get 
a couple of "our boy s" to go oy er there and meet them* He had 



reportedly told Mrs* I I that he published a paper at the Marion 
Building but had not indicated fchat kind of paper it was* Mr?* 
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too 

had reportedly , told neighbors that the FIELDS family b?c 



did not appear to be the type individuals the neighbors would want 
their children to associate with because of Dr. FIELDS' statements 
regarding Negroes* 

On July 18, 1965, BH T-3 advised that the NSRP had 
held public rallies in Anniston, Alabama, on the nights of 
July 14, 15 and 16, 1965^ BH T-3 stated these rallies were held 
in the vicinity of the Calhoun County Courthouse in Anniston and 
werelcallediwhitenmen's rallies. At these rallies, Dr. FIELDS, 
J. B. STONER, and CONNIE LYNCH, all NSRP officials, spoke and made 
their usual derogatory remarks concerning Negroes, Jews, and the 
FBI and other Government officials. 

On September 7, 1965, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-7 advised that he had recently learned from KENNETH L. ADAMS 
and CONRAD LYNCH, both NSRP officials, they were then making 
arrangements to speak in Cincinnati, Cleveland, Dayton and Toledo, 
Ohio, and also in Chicago, Illinois. BH T-7 stated that ADAMS 
and LYNCH were then planning to leave Anniston, Alabama, on 
September 8, 1965, on this speaking tour. 

On September 7, 1965, BH T-3 furnished substantially 
the same information as BH T-7 concerning the trip of ADAMS 
and LYNCH to Ohio and Illinois. BH T-3 also advised that J. B. 
STONER, above mentioned, reportedly would meet ADAMS and LYNCH 
in Ohio.

Issue #67 of the paper on pages 1, 2 and 3 set forth 
articles concerning various racial matters and racial activity in 
Alabama. The main headline of this Issue is ,, fCbngressrialC3»ICKINS0N 
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Exposes Selma March/ 9 It is to be noted that Alabama X^ngressmattO a */, 
DieiHNSONyhbdtte^ oof the 

United States Congress under date of March SO, 1965, concerning 
the integration march conducted from Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery, 
Alabama, during the early part of 1965 ♦ 

Page 2 of Issue #67 of the paper contained a statement 
"Many Jews Participated in March" and "Pack of Beatnik: Girls who 
came from New York to Fraternize with Negro men along March," 

Page 3 of Issue #67 also contained articles captioned 
"Negroes Climb Corporate Ladder," "Rich Corporations Hiring Negroes 
First" and on pages 1, 2 and 3 were also set out photographs 
apparently for the purpose of arousing anger or hatred between 
races, . , 

Page 8 of Issue #67 of the paper reflected an article 
captioned, "Mobile Unit Reports Harrassment" and, another article 
reflected that the Birmingham FBI had requested a Birmingham 
businessman to remove a giant picture from his billboard which 
picture allegedly showed MARTIN LUTHER KING and a National integration 
leader attending a Communist training school,

Page 9 of Issue #67 of tpaper carries a headline 
"Atty. J. B. STONER Organized NSRP March in Montgomery." A 
photograph was also set forth apparently showing STONER in a 
large crowd reportedly marching in Montgomery, Alabama, square 
with other NSRP members and/or sympathizers* 

Page 8 of Issue #68 of the paper contained an atticle 
reflecting that on May 9, 1965, DnviH|EEDS had spoken in the 
Anniston Municipal Auditorium at Anniston, Alabama, at a meeting 
sponsored by the UKA. The article stated that Dr. FIELDS was the 
only non-Klan guest speaker and that later Dr. FIELDS and other 
NSRP speakers joined in a Klan parade which marched through the 
downtown business section of Anniston, Alabama. 

Page 11 of Issue #69 of theppaper ;carries a headline 
"Committee Puts HeatnonsFBXst! The article under this headline 
set forth information to the effect that the Birmingham FBI Office 
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had been picketed for several weeks by ''outstanding patriots* " 
and below this article were photographs of male individuals carrying 
signs such as "Why Doasn't the FBI Stop Harrassing Innocent White 
People." Below these photographs was a statement, "These Patriots 
have been Picketing for Two Months. God Bless Them for This 
Magnificant Work." 

Page 4 of Issue #70 of the paper carried a photograph 
of Birmingham* Attorney MATT H. MURPHY, JR., and an article concerning 
him captioned, "Atty. MATT MURPHY Dies." This article also 
carried a sub-caption, "NSRP Mourns Loss of Great Leader and Friend." 
This article pointed out that on August 20, 1965, MATT MURPHY had 
died in an automobile accident in Alabama. The article stated 
MATT MURPHY had defended the NSRP in numerous cases and had been 
devoted to the NSRP and its work. The article went on to state 
that Mr. MURPHY had also handled the "Klan k <case" in Hayneville, 
Alabama, which was a trial of a member of the UKA for the murder 
of Mrs. VIOLA LUIZZO, a Michigan integration worker, who was 
killed in' Lowndes County, Alabama, in early 1965. 

Page 10 of Issue #70 of the paper carried & headline 
"How FBI Helped Negroes Mix, Bessemer, Alabama." Under this head- 
lire were statements alleging that the FBI had served as bodyguards 
for Negroes attempting to test the public facilities in Bessemer, 
Alabama. Page 10 also set forth photographs allegedly taken of 
FBI Agents on cUty in Bessemer, Alabama, at the time the Negroes 
were testing certain business establishments in Bessemer, Alabama, 
during early 1965. 

ACTIVITIES IN CALIFORNIA 

Page 6 of Issue #69 sets forth an article captioned, 
"Supreme Court Treason." Under this heading allegedly is a letter 
addressed to the Editor, "The Thunderbolt," reportedly signed by 
JACK ROBERTS, a veteran of Pearl Harbor, of Los Angeles, California. 
This letter set forth information reflecting that JACK ROBERTS 
was either an NSRP member or definitely a NSRP sympathizer. 

Page 6 of Issue #69 also carried another letter addressed 
to "Editor" of "The Thunderbolt" under a heading, "Nature Segregates." 
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This letter reportedly had been sent by "BILL ARDERY" of El Monte, 
California* This letter contained wording which indicates that 
ARDERY in general thinks along the same line as the NSRP leaders. 

Page 7 of Issue #69 carried articles reflecting that 
J. B # STONER, NSRP attorney and Vice Chairman of the NSRP, had in 
June 1965 spoken at NSRP affairs in Fresno and San Francisco, 
California* 

Page 8 of Issue #69 also reflects that J,, B; ;ST0NER 
had spoken at a large NSRP mass rally in Los Angeles, California, 
on the evening of June 23, 1965. 

Page 7 of Issue #70 of the paper contains an article 
reflecting that Attorney J # B^ STONER of the NSRP had visited 
one FRANK L, BRITTON in California's Folsom Prison; during 
STONER f s recent trip to California in June 1965 # Reportedly, 
J # B. STONER had made efforts to obtain the release of BRITTON 
from the\California prison and BRITTON was to ibe released from 
•prisori\on November 19, 1965. 

ACTIVITIES IN FLORIDA 



Page 10 of Issue^ #67 of *the paper carries a headline 
"Warren Folks Leads 50 NSRP Pickets in Jacksonville/* Under 
this heading is a picture reportedly reflecting the 
activities of NSRP pickets protesting the "voting bill" of 
President JOHNSON and the press .attack on the "KKK # " An article 
alongside the photograph stated that about 50 NSRP members had 
recently marched in Jacksonville, Florida, The article stated 
that WARREN FOLKS had been the leader of this march and the 
NSRP had declared T"warHT on the President's Voting;. Bill ;and*;recent 
action against the KKK« 

Page "6 of Issue #69 of the paper sets forth a letter 
addressed to editor of "The Thunderbolt;" This letter isiset forth 
under a caption, "Negroes Cause .Violence" and 1 apparently the 
letter was written by # .;F # CROMWELL, 4545 Edgewater Drive, Orlando, 
Florida* 

ACTIVITIES IN GEORGIA 
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Pages 6 and 7, of Issue #67 of thespaper set forth an ' 
article under caption, "LBJ Might Pass Bill Forcing Whites. to' 
Marry Negroes* " Under this heading is set out what purports 
to be a letter to the "Editor" of "The Thunderbolt" written ;by 
some person whose name :is not set out of Americus, Georgia* 

Page 7 of Issue #68 of the paper sets* out a letter 
purporting, to have ^been "written by a person having the initials 
B; R., and B. of Moultrie, Georgia. This letter was addressed* 
to the editor of "The Thunderbolt" and is set out under a heading 
"Mixing Destroys Civilization*" 

Page 8 of Issue #69* of the paper set forth an article 
captioned, "NSRP Moves to Augusta, Georgia." This Issue was 
dated July 1965 and reflects that the NSRP Headquarters and the 
paper were* being moved to Augusta, Georgia. The NSRP mailing 
address was .shown as Post Of f ice Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

Page 2 *of Issue #70 of the paper sets out what purports 
to be a "letter from Mrs. BRB of Moultrie,, Georgia, to the editor 
of * f The Thunderbolt." This letter- is^sSt forth under heading 
"Close Public Schools." 

Page 6 of Issue #70 of ^the paper carries what purports 
to be a letter from LARRY TAYLOR of 1733 Hollywood Terrace, Decatur, , 
Georgia, to the editor of "The Thunderbolt." This letter is set 
forth under heading, VAliens Receive Charity Money." It contains 
statements alleging that several organizations were receiving money 
from "Community Chest" and after several of the names of these* 
organizations was set out thewords "(niggers) ." 

Page 8 of Issue #70 of thei paper contains a heading 
"A Message From Your Editor." Under this heading is a photograph 
of Dr. EDWARD ;R. FIELDS and an article reflecting that the NSRP 
had opened* its new Augusta, Georgia, office and *, that its- 
^telephone number* Was 724-0752.

Page 6 of Issue #69 of the paper sets out a letter 
addressed to EDWARD R. FIELDS. This letter reportedly had .been 
sent by Mrs. "JH" of Calumet, City, Illinois. The letter was set 
forth under caption, "Protests Negroes Invasion.", 

Page 8 of Issue #69 of the paper carries a heading, 
"CHICAGO NSRP Counter-Pickets Against Red Race Mixers." Under 
this heading is an article and several photographs apparently 
describing and showing Chicago NSRP pickets demonstrating in that 
city.. The article gave the Chicago .NSRP address as P. O. Box 6665, 
Chicago 80, Illinois. 

ACTIVITIES IN INDIANA 

Page 9 of Issue #70 of the paper carries a heading, 
"NSRP Workers Arrive in Freedom of Press Case." Under this 
heading is the photograph of four men and an article concerning 
these' men. This article;: shows it was written at Greenfield, 
Indiana; and reflects that the four men mentioned above had been 
charged with "Racketeering in Hatred" for distributing "The" 
Thunderbolt."

ACTIVITIES IN LOUISIANA 

Page 8 of Issue #70 of the paper, carries a photograph 
of "Rev. CONNIE LYNCH" and Attorney J. B. ST0NER and others. This 
photograph shows LYNCH and ST0NER leading a "Grand Bogalusa (Louisiana) 
Parade" of supporters for the NSRP during 1965. 

ACTIVITIES IN MARYLAND 
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Page 8 of Issue #67 of the paper carries an article 
and photograph under a caption, n NSRP Leader Arrested." The 
photograph is of a male individual alleged to be RICHARD NORTON, 
one of two NSRP members who had been recently arrested , at Baltimore, 
Maryland, while distributing: literature in front of a restaurant ♦ 

On Page 8 of Issue #67 is also set forth another 
article captioned, "Rightist Guilty in Assault Case*" This 
article also stated that two men, one, of whom was identified 
as RICHARD NORTON; an NSRP of f icial? and one ROBERT R. WHITE, 
were convicted of beating and kicking another individual 1 in front 
of a Baltimore restaurant* 

According to the article, NORTON and WHITE had been 
distributing literature and inflicted a beating upon the other male 
individual when he objected to the anti-Semitic literature which 
they were distributing ♦ 

Page 11 of Issue #70 of the paper carries a heading 
"Gen # BIBB Arrested Picketing For NSRP*" Page 11 sets forth 
a picture of a male individual in U.S* Army yniform and 
under this picture is the name, "Brig* Gen* Eugene S* Bibb*" 
Also on .page ll r is an article concerning the above mentioned arrest 
which states tfiat several tfeeks ago Baltimore NSRP members 
had been picketing a certain church in Baltimore, Maryland, and

In his book "This Time The World, M copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
lists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia, 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this re- 
quest was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission* 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL 1 s 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred 
against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States and in 
foreign countries.

Aka* *Muhamtr&ad*s Temples of Island 

In January, 1957, a source advised 'ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as 'the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Muhammad *s Temples of Islam*" 

On May 7, 1965, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 

is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No* 2, 5335 South Greenwood* Avenue, Chicago, 
-Illinois, is -the national headquarters -of the -NOI; -and in mid-1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD* s * 

organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 

or Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islanu" 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan* MUHAMMAD claims to have 

been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, -to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States* 

Members following MUHAMMAD* s teachings and bis interpretation of 
the '"Koran" believe there is no such thing as -a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
"white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 

because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 

will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States* 

On May 5, 1958, the ,first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States government; however, he did not indicate any 
fundamental changes in the teachings of his organization* 

On May 3, 1965, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, early 
in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects of the 
teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to be 
derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI* This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional followers 
-and create more interest in his programs*

Enclosed for each office that received the above 
referenced communication, is a photograph of the subject, 
having been taken at Los Angeles, California, on August 7, 19^5> 
as he addressed an NSRP rally. 

For the information of the San Francisco Office which 
did not receive a copy of referenced communication, LYNCH, 
commonly known as Connie Lynch, is a leading national speaker 
for the National States Rights Party (NSRP) and other hate-type 
organizations. He receives some form of compensation for his 
speaking efforts. LYNCH has been reported as a member of the 
NSRP and Klan groups, and he has advocated violence against 
minority groups and has been convicted of assault with a deadly 
weapon. I n addition, LYNCH has referred to FBI Agents as "Nigger 
•-babysitters" and "haters of all white men", and to have 'stated 
that he would kill any FBI Agent who tried to exert his authority 
on him. 

It is noted that, LYNCH drives a 1958 Cadillac, pink in 
color, bearing California license LXX 891, however., he does not 
have a valid drivers license, his California license, No. 
Z^05029, having been suspended by the State of California, but 
never surrendered by LYNCH or reinstated. 

The Bureau desires that offices in whose territory 
LYNCH may appear be alert to advise the Bureau immediately, with 
a recommendation as to a reliable enforcement agency which can 
be advised that LYNCH is driving without a valid license and 
which can be relied upon to take appropriate action without 
revealing the Bureau's interest. The Bureau has further instructed 
that the Bureau and interested offices be advised if LYNCH 1 s 
drivers license is reinstated by the State of California.

He had learned 
from Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS that one of the reasons the NSRP 
moved to Augusta from Birmingham, Alabama, was because the 
office in Augusta was less expensive. FIELDS had reported 
that most of his money and some of the party funds are in his 
wife's name and that she is "putting her foot down" about 
finances and FIELDS' other women. He expressed the belief that 
if he did not do what his wife told him she would leave him with 
all the money. 

"The January, 1966 issue of "The Thunderbolt" advertises 
annual subscriptions to the paper are $3.00 per year, that extra 
copies may be obtained at $1 for ten, and that "The Thunderbolt" 
would be mailed to names supplied at $.15 per name per issue. 

Page Eight of this issue announced that as of January 1, 
1966, youth moVement dues would be $4 per year, $3 of which goes 
for a subscription to the party newspaper.

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On January 21, 1966, SV T-23 made available a "Personal 
Newsletter" entitled "Year of Decision, 1966 Elections— Now 
or Never" over the signature of Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, which 
was mailed attached to the January, 1966 issue of "The Thunderbolt", 
Page 4 of this letter states, "Large sums of money will be needed 
every month to: 1) Wage our election campaigns. 2) Hold mass 
rallies and marches.

7) Besides 
all this we desperately need to hire at least three new 
full t;ime workers at the Party Headquarters.

"The Party must have a steady monthly flow of regular 
contributions if we are going to meet all the expenses involved 
in all of our endeavors. Our financial responsibility is so 
great, that if our funds were cut off for one single month 
the Party would cease to exist. We must be able to plan 
all of the above listed projects each month. For this reason 
we must have some approximate idea of how much money will be 
on hand for this work each month. 

"That is why the NSRP Pledge Cards have been issued in 
the past ". 

The Newsletter urges supporters to make pledges so the 
party may make plans accordingly. It points out that most of 
the NSRP supporters are average middle-class folks. The hope 
was that some could pledge as much as $100.00 per month, but 
realized that the majority could only pledge $50, $25, $10 or 
less monthly. Attached to the letter was a form addressed 
to the NSRP for making a contribution and/or a pledge.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
Show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1981, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961,, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the 
same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Albama. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states* 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1961, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns of the

A meeting of the Chicago Branch of the NSRP was held 
at the NSRP' National Bookshop, 2237 North Western Avenue, Chbago, 
on February 9,, 1966. Approximately 20 persons attended this 
meeting. 



who identified himself as an 



organizer of the NSRP spoke and stated that they were conducting 
a series of small meetings so that each member or those who 
wished to join the movement could: become better acquainted. 
He said thatthe ultimate objective of the NSRP was to create a 
third political party, the main composition of which is to be 
members of the white race. He said the white man must regain 
the rights which the Negro race had taken from the white man. 
He also stated that they had recently formed a youth movement, 
the qualifications being that applicants must be under the 
age of 19 and white. He stated that anyone wishing to Join the 
NSRP could do so by sending $4 to Post Office Box 184, Augusta, 
Georgia, and they would receive their instructions then and one 
year's subscription to the NSRP news publication known as "The 
Thunderbolt*'. , 

Another speaker stated the civil rights movement is 
being financed by members of the Jewish religion and stated 
that if race mixing was allowed to continue, it would be the end 
of the white race. This speaker stated it was his belief that 
the public should be informed about all situations concerning 
matters of race and that both Negroes and Jews should be Uexpofeed 
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when involved in these matters* He added that the NSRP was 
planning to take an active part in holding count erdemonst rat ions 
against groups calling for integration. This speaker then passed 
out printed forms asking anyone interested to fill them out 
and return them as soon as possible, stating that all information 
would be kept confidential. This speaker adted those present how 
many of them were familiar with and owned firearms and said that: 
all white people should immediately arm themselves in view of the 
recent riots that had occurred in' Los Angeles and New York. He 
stated that if it had not been for the National Guard of those 
states, $he white members of the community would have been at the 
mercy of the Negroes. This speaker stated that anyone wishing to 
purchase a gun should purchase it outside of Chicago through a 
mail order ^concern because then they would not have to register 
the gun with the Chicago Police Department. 

Another speaker stated that he felt that the "Nigger** 
should be; stopped right now and said that he knew of a large 
number of incidents where **Niggers M had beaten, robbed and raped 
white women and that many people would be interested in joining 
the NSRP but they did not know where to go to join. This speaker 
added that members of the NSRP shaflLd get out and mix with their 
white brothers and pass out leaflets to inform t» people. what 
is going on and where they pould meet to do something to correct 
these problems.
